Tlicro arc incidents occurring in our every 
day life which load us sometimes to fancy 
that with all our boasted progress wo are, in 
many cases, wrapt up in superstitions just 
as ignorant and just as mischievous as Ihoso 
which mark eo distinctly tho unintollectual 
period of the middle ages. Wo do not hero 
allude to the superstitions of tha uneducated 
classes — the belief in dreams, the peculiarities 
attoched to persona having six fingers, the 
remarkable virtues in horse»shoes, the faith 
in fortune-telling, and so forth ; buc lo idle 
fancies equally ignorant of men who can 
boost of oven moro than an ordinary educo* 
tinn, and who are not ut all liable to the 
fear of spiritual visitants during any portion 
of the twonty-four hours. In a recent num- 
ber ol tho Colonist wo gavo an admirable 
specimen of this class, in one of Sydney 
Smith's celobratod patirical speeches on re- 
form. " Noodle," as he is not inaptly called, 
is a worshipper of the past and a despiser ol 
the present — an " enemy to all change and 
all innovation." '• Are we to put tho wisdom 
of yesterday,' 1 ho asks, '• in competition with 
the wisdom of centurieB ?" and therein is 
contained the key to his philosophy. " I am 
satisfied with things as they are ; and it will 
be my prido and pleasure to hand down the 
country to my children as I received it from 
thoso who precoded me." This is no ideal 
character — tho language, the style, the argu- 
ments are to be found every day in the week. 
The Noodle family is a living and by no 
means insignificant class. In every depart- 
ment of lifo wo havo it well represented — in 
tho church, at tho bor, in tho press, and in 
the Houses ol legislature. At the present 
time its most forcible representation is prob- 
ably to bo found in tho Legislative Council 
of Vancouver Island. The gontlemen iu 
that body who are emulators of the Noodle 
of Sydney Smith are actuated by the praise- 
worthy desire of keeping things as they ore 
We cannot say, inasmuch as the subject has not 
come up for discussion, whether they are acN 
ually opposed to the steum engine superseding 
manual labor ; but, from their arguments gen- 
erally, we are led to prosume that their ideas 
on the subject are very similar to those super- 
stitions which are still entertained by the ig- 
norant against steam power, sewing machine, 
and every description of machinery that 
economises labor. They aro opposed, as our 
readers have perceived by tho rejection of the 
bill to amalgamate the functions of eolicircr 
an 1 barrister, lo ouo man being able to do 
two men's work, just as Swing" was op- 
posed to a plough because it employed fewer 
men than a spade, and lo a harrow, be- 
cause it employed fewer men than a ralie. 
Talk to them of making tho law cheap 
by doing away with the necessity ol 
engaging two lawyers where one would 
answer overy purpose, and they will tell yt,u 
in eloquent tones that it is merely "clap- 
trap'' — that there would bo no diminution in 
the expense by tho saving of one man's labor, 
and th.it the status of the profession, whiih 
seems in their eyes to outweigh every public 
interest, would suffer hopelessly from tho in- 
novation 

We wonder our medical friends do rot 
follow tho example of the burristers, aud fur 
tho sake of tho dignity of the profession insist 
on having a subordinate doctor to hold the 
patient's head, und roceive the medical fees. 
Some strange oversight has evidently beeu 
made in English legislation or wo should 
have bad to record in tho career of medicine 
6tich cases as " Dr. Dolus instructed by Mr. 
Blister, set the leg of tho patient, who is as 
well us can be expected.' 1 And there is the 
barber— a profession no more to be lightly 
treated than that of luwyor — why cannot tve 
havo l ho knight of lite razor instructed by the 
squire of tho soap and brush ? Surely it is 
derogatory to the profession and injurious to 
its standing to see the same person who pu s 

00 the soap take it off. There is a philos - 
phy in duulity quite as great as in unity und 
trinity. Don Quixote must have his Saoelio 
Panza, and the burrislor musl have his attor- 
ney, It may bo all very woll for tho peopln 
of Vunoouver Island, whoso pockets are 
sometimes seriously affected by this arrange- 
ment, to cry out, but tho fact is status has lo 
bo maintained, if tho British Constitution 
should be ecatlerod lo tho winds. Lot every 
institution in tho country sink, but savo to ub 
tho wig und gown and the professional stand- 
ing of tho barrister. Let no contamination 
exist between tho expounder of the law und 
tho unfortunate client any more than belvretn 
tho royal sportsman described by Thackeray 
arid llio person who loads the gun. His Royul 
Highness never for a moment thinks of tak- 
ing tho gun directly Irom this individual's 
hand, hut when the weapon is loaded it is 
transferred to the equerry in wailing who in 
his tuin hands it to the Prince, and His Royal 
Highness blazes uwny. The law is evidently 
a royal profession nnd must ho guarded 
sacredly by all truo friends of tho Crown aud 
constitution. It is nothing to tho purpose 
to say that a small community liko that ol 
Vancouver Island cannot afford tho luxury 

01 barrister nnd attorney any moro than it 
can afford a Lord Mayor's show— tho profes- 
sional status— to paraphrase tho language 
ol General Jackson on tho union 11 must and 
shall bo preserved. " Law may ho made to 
dear thai u man will rather put up with in- 
justice than siek lor rudtess ; but the Soloes 
of our Council declare that thero is a much 
higher interest in llie country than his— n 
much more sacred thing to bo guarded than 
justice — the status of a barristor-at-law. 
We havo heard of the man who lout his life 
in tho defence of his wig, hut ihn valiant 
conduct of the legal fraternity ill thn Upper 
Houso promises eornrsthing oven moro start- 
ling, something that iu this ngo of free

DARING BURGLARY. 

$3,500 AND JEWELS STOLEN. 

Ono of the most audacious burglaries 
that we have ever been called upon to 
record was perpetrated yesterday on the 
premises of Mr. John Coplaod, Solicitor, 
Longley Street. It appears that at n quurler 
past two p.m. Mr. and Mrs. Copland wont 
out for a walk and did not return until eix 
o'clock. On entering tho house it became 
apparent to them that some ono had been 
within during their absenco, the doors nut 
being in tho same Blale they left Ihem. On 
reaching tho dining room Mr. Copland saw 
the door leading lo the kitchon open, and 
fancying in the dusk that ho delected 
a man skulking look oil bis coat and 
made a rush at Iho intruder, when he 
found that the supposed thief wus no less 
than a round-topped iron safe which had 
stood in tbe bedroom. Ono glance sufficed 
to show that the honso bad been tobbed, and 
Mr. Copland immediately started off lo the 
Police Office. On bis relurn it was found 
that some burglars bad climbed over a wood- 
bouse from the front, burst open the kitchen 
door and the dining-room door, entered the 
bedroom which abuts on Bastion street, and 
removed the safe to the kitchen, where, with 
tho aid of a crowbar, chisel, and other 
instruments, tho safe — which is ono ol 
Scott's Patent Asbestos— wis forced open 
in front in a most skilful manner, and 
the contents consisting of Ihree thousand 
five hundred dollars in gold 520 pieces, two 
watches and a bottle of gold nuggets Stolen. 
The mode of eutrance, the detection of ihe 
crowbar wbidh was hidden In an obscure 
corner only known to the inmates, and the 
fact that the safe was covered over so as lo 
avoid observation at oneo suggested to Mr 
and Mrs. Copland that Iho robbery had beeu 
committed by some person well acquainted 
with ihe premises, and suspicion therefrom 
fastened upon a Chinainau culled .Joe. who 
a few days before had been discharged, and 
o Chinese doctor, bia bosom friend. To eon- 
firm this belief Mr. and Mrs. Copland had 
met the doctor at tbe St. Nicholas Hotel with 
his bands Bluffed into his pockets, and his 
manner was so strange as lo call for a re- 
mark from Mr. Copland. Mr. Welch and 
Mr. Coplaud subsequently made search all 
through Ihs Chinese localities and were in- 
formed that the suspected parties had just 
given a big dinner to their friends and de- 
camped in a Chinese boat lor Iho American 
6ide. Inspector Hankin and Mr. Weloh 
secured a canoe and proceeded in chase, with 
what success remains to be seen. Mr. Cop- 
land offered a reward of S100 lor the capture 
of Joe. Mr. Robert Bishop beard iho ham- 
mering at about four o'clock, but did not sus- 
pect what was going on. Some rings and 
other jewelry were left by Iho thieves, who no 
doubt considered thai they had secured suffi- 
cient plunder. Nothing else was touched 
except that Mrs. Copland's purse, containing 
fortunately no money, was taken Irom the 
pockot of a dress lying on the bed. Joe had 
frequently seen her place n there, boot- 
prints wero observed one of which corres- 
ponded With the size of Joe's leet, and but 
little doubt exists that be aud bis medical 
friend wore tho pi'ipatralors of this most 
audacious robbery.

Mr. Lorrimer — says the Chronicle — "proved 
beyond question that ihe power lo originate, 
when applied to a parliamentary measure, 
mp.ii.t ihn branch of the legislature in which 
the measure was introduced."

't ruly this is a sublime flight in Ihe sci- 
ence of logic I So far in advance of the 
present age, that few, I fear, can bo found 
sufficiently intelligent to comprehend it. 
Tho proposition of this new Ibeory stands 
thus ; In England, und in all her colonies 
that have adopted ihe principles of respon- 
sible government, tho right to initiate 
money Jlills is vested in the Crown or Min- 
istry, un 1 in Vancouver Island, where Ihey 
have iM- responsible government, tho right 
is also in Ihe Crown, or Governor. There- 
fore, when Vancouver Island has obtained 
responsible government the right shall be 
vested in the House of Asioinbly. 

Our present legislators are charged with 
"demanding extraordinary powers"! but 
should Vancouver Island ever bo so nnfortu 
mite as to possess legislators who would de- 
mand such extraordinary powers as is pro- 
posed by this new theory of government, Uod 
help the country." If lha single power which 
i the present legislature demand is considered 
too strong a check upon tho Governor, I fear 
when this double power is applied, ho would 
find himself not only checked, but check- 
mated. 

Thu only conclusion that one can come to 
when they see such arguments put forth is, 
that ihe promulgators ol such nouoonso know 

very lilllo about the science or government, 
or ol tho subject which they are discussing. 
Tbe great prominence given lo Mr. Lorrimer s 
speech over the remarks of Mr- Seelye and 
[)r Evans will not appear strange when we 
consider the views of the Chronicle upon the 
subject It might have been expected, how 
ever that tbe denial ol Mr. Lorrimer that any 
of Iho North American Colonies had ever 
exercised the right of initiating money bills 
would have been given, but this strong point 
in the argument ol the defenders ol Crown 
rights was so completely answered by Dr 
Evans und Mr. Seelve, that in all probability 
it will bo abandoned, and all future efforts 
both ol scribes aud orators will be dovoUd 
to the promulfculioii ol the now theory. 

A word more, and I will closo this perhaps 
too long review. I must say with all candor 
that tho arguments of Mr. Lorrimer have 
UU been given by the Chronicle in their best 
light. Ho would have been much belter re- 
presented had some ol bia really good points 
been substituted for iho invectives against 
tho majority of the House of Assembly, which 
were paraded with so much " applause." It 
does Boem in very bad taste lor a paper in 
Hiving a report of Midi a debute to seloct 
norlioiiB which aro entirely irrelevant to the 
Question, for tho mom purpose ol gratifying 
an ill-feeling j and it is also to be regietted 
that any member or Ihe Institute should so 
fur abnau tho confidence of his assooiatoB in 
the class as to indulge in such offensive per- 
soualitius os marred tho ipetOh of tho orator 
of tho oveniug.

ft- Tins ltoad Act came into existence in 
180*0. was enforced in this district in 1861, 
and in July, 1S02 tho Head Commissioners 
resigned iu disgust, and no oilier resident* 
were found willing to carry out so unju-t a 
Inw. It was hoped we had then heard the 
last of it, as section 8 fays that commis 
«hall be residents initio districl ; and bectioa 
49 says this act shall not be applicable in 
any road district whero commissioners can- 
not be found willing lo undertake ihe com- 
mission. But, to the disgust of all, a few 
months ago it wm resuscitated, and one re- 
sident and iteo absentees were appointed to 
enforce it, The reappearance of this unequal 
tax diove several worthy men from our town 
and caused much dissatisfaction amongst 
others 

In no part ol the act can wo find any 
authority whatever for either overseer, com 
misstoner, oi anv other person to demand 
nine dollars or anv other amount of money as 
road tax, as has 'been done in this district 
under ihe present commissioners. Putties 
liable to woik are taller certain forms ol 
usset-smout-revision, at.d due notice given as 
per section 2G) liable to be made to work so 
many days un the highways, fend a substitute 
or compensate in money (section '22) at the 
rate ol 6'. 3d. per day for a man, and 12s. 6d. 
lor a curt and horse ; but in no part ol il du 
we find antbority lor demanding a load lax 
in money, as has tieeu done, or any mention 
ol a road tax, but th"re is of statute Alter. 
In default ol this there are fines imposed, 
alter trial and conviction before the commis- 
sioners silting as Justices of tho Peace, lor 
the purposes of the Act. 

All composition money (section 41), 
fines and penalties to be paid lo tho I reasurer. 
he receipting therefor. It does not authorise 
tho overseer to receive or receipt, excepl 
when ordered out on emergency cases to 
remove obstructions— under section 33— when 
ho can order out anyone who is on iho assess- 
ment roll, on giving twenty- four hours' notice, 
iu such emergency eases only is lie autho- 
rised to receive composition money. 

Wo therefore consider the action of Ihe 
present commissioners in sending round 
threatening letters to srverul parties who had 
not enjoyed any of tho privileges which Ihe 
net resurves to them, in the Bhapo of proper 
assessment lists, revision, notice to work, &c, 
U uncalled lor, as most of those parties are 
ready to comply with the law when iho Com- 
missioners shall havu done likewise, and even 
if they wero not, such a proceeding is not 
authorised by thu ant, and thereloia merits 
your censure. 

Wo also feel it our duly lo call your at- 
tention to the uses to which said Com- 
missioners aro applying tho statute labor and 
money collected ibis year, viz., in blasting 
rock on Prospiot Hill, and building there- 
with a wall across Ihe front ol certain walor 
lots, both Ol wtitoh wo regard as u wanton 
Waste ol public money. 

Also to their having, much to thodclii- 
niont ol the interests of this place, diverted 
the new road from Crolgflowor cut ol the line 
of original survey, from a point near tho head 
of Constance Uove to Iho Twin Trees, con- 
trary to tho intention of thu Ilouso ol Assem- 
bly when it grained ubiim of money lor the 
purpose of making n road Irom Cruiglluwer 
to this town. Bat it is with the Danront in- 
justice of section li ol tho Houd Aot that we 
havu now more especially to deal. It appears 
to your Committee highly injudicious and 
unjust In the nxtreino to tax'a nmall property 
holdei having poihaps one hall or even a 
teuth of a towu lot, the name amount ol 
statute labor as unolher proporty holder who 
may own ono hundred nores as this not pro- 
vides.
